HISTORIC MONUMENT 


Mr. R. H. Crossman,. who knows 
Munich well, described the Buerger- 
brau Cellar in a talk fron Daventry 
last night. 
It is one of the historic monuments 
of Nazi-ism, he said, and every year 
on November 8 Hitler and his men 
come to celebrate the part they 
placed in the putsch of November, 
1923. It was from this cellar ‘that 
_. they started out on the procession 

‘that was to be a triumphal one but 
ended when those taking part were. 
fired on by a few German soldiers. 

The celebrations ape in honour of 
the six Nazis killed on that occasion. 

It is not a big cellar like that of the 
Hofbrau Haus cellar. It is situated 
on one side of a small courtyard, and 
is a somewhat gloomy hall about 150 
feet Jong. with dark Gothic windows 
and a gallery. . 


1923 INCIDENT 


It was here that the Prime Minis- 
ter of Bavaria was making his speech 
calling on his hearers to take part 
in a putsch when Hitler broke _ in, 
fired a shot, shouted that the building 
was surrounded by armed men.

HOW THEY COMPARE 

Ranks of the A.T.S, are not known 
by the same titles as the Army's but 
here is how they compare:— 

An A.T.S. chief controller is equi- 
valent to a major-general in’ the 
Army, while a senior controller ranks 
as a brigadier. Their badges are to 
be announced later. 

The rank badge of a controller, 
who .is similar to a colonel, is a laurel 
wreath and one star, while a chief 
commandant (lieutenant-colonel) is a 
laurel wreath and one star. The 
senior commandant (major) wears a 
laurel wreath. ° 

For a company commander, who is 
equivalent to a captain, the rank 
badge is three stars. Junior com- 
manders, similar to lieutenants, have 
two stars, while a company assistant 
(second lieutenant) wears one star. 

The senior leader, equivalent to 
warrant officer II, carries a laurel 
wreath on both forearms, while a 
section leader, similar to a. sergeant, 
has three chevrons, A_ sub-leader 
(corporal) has two chevrons, 

Volunteers In the A. T. S. are 
similar to privates In the Army. 

All ranks of the A.T.S. will observe 
the customs of the service in respect 
of the association of officers, N.C.O,s 
and other ranks; and the use of of- 
ficers’ messes, sergeants’ messes or 
institutes by the A.T.S. may be per- 
mitted by the courtesy of the Com- 
manding Officer of the unit concerned.

OF CHRISTOPHER 
COLUMBUS = 


BY JOEL C. MATHEWS 

The wealth of fact given to the 
world ‘by Christopher Columbus 
is exceeded ‘only by the plethora of: 
doubt which he left to posterity. 

We can view him only through a 
thick fog ‘of mystery. Historians ‘can~ 
not agree as to when he was born, 
just when he died or where rest his 
bones—whether he was hero or 
poster, genius or lunatic, 

Some say his father. was an honest, 
industridus ‘sheepcoinber, others that 
this paternal parent was an itinerant 
peddler,. a vagrant, a cheat and jug- 
gler.. We were taught in school that 
Christopher was a genius far ahead 
of his ‘time, whose superhuman _ per- 
spicuity penetrated the secrets ‘of 
physics and geography. But his: fel- 
low-Italian, Cesare Lombroso, the 
famous anthropologist, branded him 
as a lunatic, who suffered from con- 
genital paranoia, fixed ideas and ‘re- 
ligious illusions, who showed pro- 
nounced stigmata of degeration; a 
“liar” and. boaster,” who was “given 
to cruelty,” a “profound ignoramus,” 
whose “overwhelming conceit” caus- 
ed him “to draw comparisons between 
himself and the Saviour,” to  an- 
nounce himself as the Lord’s repre- 
sentative under divine commission to’ 
discover David’s treasure and with 
those sinews of war recover the Holy 
Sepulchre, then rebuild the Temple at 
Jerusalem. 


We used to learn that Columbus, 
in his.;wisdom, knew the earth to be 
a sphere, but savants who have care- 
fully studied him now say that he be- 
lieved our old spinning top to be 
pear-shaped (as good spinning tops 
should be), the stem or apex pointing 
toward heaven, . 

Over and over again we have pitied 
him in"his martyrdom, endured only 
by virtue ‘fof his consciousness of 
having rendered’ the world a great 
service. But authorities who have 
scrutinized ‘him profoundly now hold 
that he never enjoyed even the 
knowledge that, he had discovered 
America, and that his madness was 
so far advanced that he believed his 
prison to be a great palace. 

The deepest of the many mysteries 
that veil this remarkable man relate 
to the final resting place of his bones. 
Once when their profanation was 
threatened, they were hidden away 
so very carefully that no one has 
since been able to locate them éx- 
actly. It was all on account of that 
bold rover of the seas, Sir Francis 
Drake, that they got mislaid. When 
he came sweeping down upon, Santo 
Domingo, in whose cathedral they 
lay, the: archbishop ordered all of the 
tombs bé covered with earth. Those, 
were days of ease and indolence and 
no. one troubled himself about un- 
covering. Columbus tombs until after 
the last one who knew the secret of 
its location had sought his own final 
resting place. . 

So the remains of the discoverer re- 
mained forgotten until Spain ceded 
-Santo Domingo to France. Then the 
Duke of Veragua, a descendant of; 
“Columbus, sent to the cathedral for: 
his illustrious ancestor’s ashes. After 
considerable searching about among 
musty tombs a small vault was opened 
and some pieces of bone and dust 
found inside were placed in a case of 
gold. and lead. A high Mass was’ 
said over them and they were trans-_ 
ferred to the Cathedral of Havana 
that they might still repose on Spanish 
soll, No one doubted that these 
transplanted remains were those of 
Columbus until 1877, when. 
course of repairs back at their former, 
. resting place, the old Santo Domingo 

Cathedral, a vault was opened in. the 
” space. adjoining that from which they 
had. been. taken by the Spaniards, 81 
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The Archbishop Found A Well- Preserved Leaden Coffin. 


years before. 

The new archbishop, poking - his 
arm into the dark, moldy hole and 
finding there a well-preserved leaden 
case, summoned the President and 
Cabinet of Santo Domingo, as well 
as all of the other local dignitaries 
and foreign consuls. In their presen- 
ce he had the leaden casket removed 
and inside were discovered dust, 


‘within. 


human bones and a bullet of lead, 
while upon the casket were found cer- 
tain letters, interpreted as abbrevia- 
tions arranged to denote that Chris- 
topher Columbus and no other lay 
So, it was immediately an- 
nounced ‘that the remains taken to 
Havana in 1795 had not been those 
of .Christopher, but of Diego Colum- 
bus, and that the great admiral’s 


‘bones , had, 
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after - ‘all, .’: remained 
in Santo Domingo, in conformity with 
his deathbed request. s . 

There immediately arose. an inter- 
national hubbub, the Spaniards ac- 
cusing the archbishop © and. other 
dignitaries of the Santo’. Domingo 
Cathedral of being the “authors and 
accomplices of a pious fraud,” and the 
archbishop. replying with great heat 
he could prove his claims. : 

Tourists through the West Indies 
saw two separate tombs of Columbus, 
one in Havana and one in Santo Do- 
mingo, until the evacuation of 
Havana, in 1898, when our authorities 
allowed the Spaniards to take their 
alleged bones of the discoverer 
Seville. So pilgrims must now go ° 
to both Seville and Santo Domingo 
before being sure that they have 
visited. the hallowed spot. where lies 
burried the discoverer of America, 

After religious ceremonies held at 
the Cathedral of Santo Domingo :on 
March 19, 1939, and attended by the 
Santo Dominican President and a 
delegation from the Congress of the 
United States, the bones which . the 
New World now accepts as those of 
Columbus were taken out of the 
Cathedral crypt and photographed 
under airtieht glass, preparatory to 
being entombed in the Columbus 
Memorial Lighthouse on the harbour 
of the Dominican capital.

N a review of the individual players in Recreio’s all-con- 
quering team it is not easy to find something different to 


say. 


Such players as “Spuggy Silva”, Dick Alves, ‘R. F. 


Luz, C. E. Marques, to mention a few, have already made 
_ their name and it is superflous to add more. 


Before I comment on some of the newcomers I must, 


however, add my tribute to 


Carlos Silva, who has gone 


through yet another season without missing a.game. It is 
a truly remarkable fact that he has played in every Single 
game since Club de Recreio first entered the League some 


years ago! 


C.'M. Silva, who was in my opinion the bowler of 1938, 
has made good in the premier League, whilst “Doc Guterres” 
and Johnny Ribeiro have also pulled their weight, the latter 
earning promotion to third man after only a few games. 
Jackie Noronha, erstwhile lead and usually considered as 
that alone, was played as No. 3 to Carlos Silva, and the com- 
bination worked admirably, as a glance at the skip’s table 


will tell. 


HONG SLING’S ADVANCE 


Another good lead who was made 
into a No. 3 was Joé Landolt of Crai- 
gengower. His indoor bowling ex- 
Perience apparently did him good! Joe 
Leonard did quite well as a lead for 
this club, whilst Razack, as quiet a 
bowler as ever played the game, was 
usually very steady. “Popo” Ward 
retained his place throughout the sea- 
son, but his form was not consistent 
some weeks he was brilliant, others 
just mediocre. U. M. Omar, was as 
brilliant as ever whilst B. W. Brad- 
bury played some very. fine games, 
spectacular shots at critical moments 
being his speciality. 

Of the Kowloon Bowling. Green 
Club’s team I would say that Tom 
Robson was the most outstanding 
player. A newcomer to League bowls 
he went right into the first team and 
improved with every game. Another 
.No. 2 who played well throughout the 
season was Sam White, whilst Archie 
Russell and Willie Walker as leads 
were always reliable. Willie Macfar- 
lane staged a great comeback after 
two or three seasons out of the game 
and Adare Holland was usually steady 
and had the best skip’s record in the 
Club. :
